The death of Warren S. Stone directs 


public attention to the remarkable career 
and sen-ices of a distinguished labor lead- 
er. Inclined to the professions following 
his academic education, Mr. Stone finally 
entered the. trades and his first job -was 
the firing of a locomotive. In a few years 
he became an engineer and drove a loco- 
motive for nearly twenty years. His ex- 
ecutive ability in the councils of his bro- 
therhood brought him into notice and in 
1903 he was called from the cab to fill the 
position of grand chief of the Internation- 
al Brotherhood' of Locomotive Engineers. 


Mr. Stone's record as the head of this 


• great labor organization -was one of uni- 
form achievement and a credit alike to 
himself and his organization.. In some re- 
spects his service in this field was com- 
parable to the service of John Mitchell in 
the field of mine working. Very few la- 
J>or leaders have been so successful as he 
was in bringing the engineers through 
•threatened crises in their relations -with 
. thp .railway companies. Endowed with a 
" forceful personality, strength of charac- 
ter,/ high intelligence and an even tem- 
j. per,.he proved an equal match for the best 
"and most resourceful railway executives. 
Mr. Stone's policy was to avoid strikes. 
He believed he could secure more in the

land, which has had a phenomenal growth 
and has become one of the leading banks 
of the East. In three years it increased 
.its resources to nearly $25.000.000. 
''The stock in this bank is owned by en- 


gineers. Under Mr. Stone's supervision 


• the engineers as individuals invested more 


j than 52,000,000 in coal mine property in 
Kentucky and ^est Virginia. 'All of 
these are notable economic experiments, 
and show impressively the capitalistic pos- 
sibilities of organized labor. Mr. Stone's 
rise from the occupation of a fireman, to 
a conspicuous place in the financial, in- 
' dustrial and labor world reads like a ro- 
mance. It not only illustrates the oppor- 
tunities of American life, but the value to 
organized labor of sane: dependable, con- 
structive leadership. 


Mr. Stone believed in the American 


system and in the development of labor 
•within that system. He was a loyal sup- 
porter of American institutions and held 
rigidly to the inviolability of contract. It 
was one of his maxims that no labor or- 
ganization could hope to exist that failed 
to carry out its contracts. The Brother- 
hood of Locomotive Engineers, with its 
varied ramifications, is a monument to Mr. 
Stone's genius, and it is also a testimonial 
to Ihe wisdom of the kind of leadership 
he typified.

It will help more if a concerted 
effort is made to eliminate the poison gas 
of race hatred and the disease germs of 
international contempt, suspicion and 
fear. 


MEXICO AGAIN 


Mexico is again slopping over against 


the restraints of government, or lack of 
restraints. It has been committing offens- 
es against American lives and property. 
The department of states caused a special 
investigation to be made by Ambassador 
Sheffield, whose report is disconcerting. 


Secretary of State Kellogg has acted 


with a vigor and promptness that will 
have the commendation of the American 
people. He has in language that admits 
of no misinterpretation notified the Mexi- 
can government that it must protect the 
lives and property of Americans and meet 
its international obligations, or terminate 
its relations with the -United States. ^Vhile 
not submitted as such, it is nevertheless 
equivalent .to an ultimatum. The secre- 
tary'said: ' "The government of Mexico 
is now on trial before the world. 
"We 


have been patient and realized, of course, 
that it takes time to bring about a stable 
government, but we cannot countenance 
violation of her obligations and failure to 
protect American citizens.'1 


This is the kind of language the Mexi- 


cans are capable of understanding. It is 
the kind of action they are likely to re- 
spect. If they do not they know what 
will follow, and they know they will suf- 
fer more by 'failure to "comply than they 
will by exerting themselves to satisfy the 
demands of this government. "We can get 
nowhere -with Mexico by temporizing. The 
policy of action is the only kind that 
counts there.

TRUTH IN PRINT 


"What do people want most in the news-' 


papers? This question is asked by Kent 
Copper, new general manager of the As- 
sociated Press, in a current magazine ar- 
ticle. He answers the question himself. 
"Truth" is what they want, he says. He 
adds that they are getting it. And he 
ctight to know. 


The average newspaper editor knows, 


with Mr. Cooper, that whatever else there 
may be in .the paper, in the way of features 
or what not. "straight, unprejudiced news 
reports are still the journalist's best-sell- 
insc commodity." So the responsible news- 
paper strives for truthful reporting above 
everything else. 'Tacts are stranger than 
fiction," continues Mr. Cooper, "and con- 
sequently more interesting. I do not think 
the average reader quite realizes how 
deeply the instinct to get and print un- 
varnished truth is instilled into the hearts 
of present-,day newspaper men. If he did, 
he would 'fully share my confidence in 
the rock-bottom soundness of American 
journalism."

DOES COLD LOWER RESISTANCE? 


AVhen Pasteur succeeded In inoculating hens with 


anthrax after their temperature had been brought 
down to about that of sheep and other mammals 
by means of a cold" bath, he proved that the natur- 
al higher temperature of fowls has something to do 
with their natural immunity to anthrax, which is 
so fatal to sheep, cattle and sometimes man. He 
did ,not imagine, nor did ho offer his experiments as 
evidence that exposure to cold lowers a man's re- 
sistance to any disease; he did not even deduce from 
his experiments the notion that exposure of sheep 
or cattle makes them more susceptible to anthrax. 
He discovered and gave the world the prevention 
for that disease, as a result of these experiments 
with 
fowls, but Pasteur was a scientist, and he 


never indulged in far fetched speculation: he con- 
tented hmiself to determine and establish useful 
facts. 
In recent years those old fogy physicians ana 


unread health officers who still uphold the quaint 
notion that exposure to cold or wet lowers ones 
resistance to the respiratory infections which they 
vaguely call "colds." have been rather anxiously 
endeavoring to find some actual scientific evidence 
to support their absurd position. They have combed 
the medical literature of the world In search of 
crumbs of comfort for themselves and further con- 
fusion for laymen who heed their teachings, and 
the net results of all this effort is of course noth- 
ing of consequence. The one little find they have 
made the most noise about, I think, is the record 
of some experiments conducted by Drs. J. A. Mil- 
ler and "\V. C. Xoble under the auspices of the New 
York state ventilation commission (whose massive 
report was published a few years ago) to determine 
whether change of temperature had any influence 
on infection in the respiratory tract 
of rabbits. 


These research experts kept two groups of 37 rab- 
bits each in a temperature of from 63 to 90 degrees 
F. for periods of from one day to one week. Then 
all of the rabbits were inoculated by spraying 
their throats with a. small 'quantity of a live cul- 
ture of bacillus bovisepticus, a germ which com- 
monly causes a kind of snuffles in animals, but 
produces no disease In man, immediately after the 
inoculation, one group of, 37 rabbits was subjected^ 
to exposure to out door temperature of from 20 to 
56 degrees F. for periods of from half an hour to 
three hours, and besides their fur was wet with 
water at about body temperature. The other group 
of 37 Inoculated rabbits was kept indoors as before. 
The result of the experiment was that 15 of the 37 
rabbits inoculated and then exposed to cold and 
wet developed snuffles, while only nine of ttie 37 
rabbits Inoculated and not exposed to cold or wet 
developed snuffles. 
The conclusion reached was 


that infection "of rabbits wjth snuffles is favored 
by keeping them quite warm for a time and then 
subjecting them to chilling. This conclusion would 
kept warm after the inoculation had not been so 
be more acceptable If nine of the rabbits that were 
inconsiderate as to develop the disease just as 
though they had been chilled. But even if we can 
accept such an experiment as at all conclusive, it 
doesn't apply to human beings nor to' the infections 
of the human respiratory tract. 


Such equivocal evidence Is the best the standpat- 


ters have been able to educe in support of their 
absurd position. 
The poor old fogies probably did 


not foresee whit a predicament they were to get 
into when they undertook this impossible straddle.

In the preface to the two volume 


•Life ot Keats" Amy Lowell explains 
hat it was her endeavor to present 
the poems as springing out of Keats' 
ife, not as if they had been written 
in a vacuum. In other words, she did 
not wish to discuss a great sonnet or 
a great odemerly in its relation to 
universal 
literature, as is 
usually 


done, but her plan in writing the book 
was to show .how a love affair or a 
quarrel or Illness or the death of a 
relative or indigestion helped to make 
or' mar a poem, helped to give oc- 
casion for it, provided the impulse 
for writing It. 


It would seem that that ought to be 


the method of all biographers who 
treat the lives of writers. In the large 
majority of cases exactly the reverse 
serial life. It Interpenetrates life and 
literary life are regarded as separate, 
just as many people keep their re- 
ligion and their personal lives in two 
different -compartments. But religion 
that can be partitioned . off Is >not 
worthy of very great respect and in 
the same way the literary life of a 
great poet' like Keats is his real life 
and cannot be divorced from hls-p«r- 
sanol life.
